Their litilo tri(kn mid 
dodges are as numerous ua uvor, but mo 
as apparent and futile m tii>a aSovi ui' tho 
OBtrich to escapa purmiit by di^tgiiig its 
bill in tho oaud. fluviiigibiddoii fur tlio 
■workiiiKiiioii'i aiipport and ihua botrayod 
thoiu, thoy uio iiuxiuus to avort tlioir own 
detoal which thoy t'enr will rosiilt an a 
oouaequeiicu. iSu, accordingly, they on- 
tioed two workiiignieu to their aide, and 
Friday evoniuK aaw theae niiaguided indi- 
vidualu aittinK liku aliuep uniong tho op- 
position wolvna w th« platform of tlin 
I'hilhiirinoiiic hall. Tho public muat have 
fell Borry to havo Hoeii thuau men in aucli 
CDiiipany, and nioro sorry to know thu 
reaHon they were there; their follow woi k- 
inginen must have felt indignant that two 
of their number could bo an blind, foolish 
and untrue lo IhoDuoh'ea as to stand up 
and attempt to porauado the workingiiien 
to vote Qf^ainst thuir own ticket.

and wore full of forbodinga of the future. 
Well, wo had tho drydeok.tlio island road, 
and in August Admiral Sir Oulme-Soy- 
mour, Sir Adolpho Oarom and General 
.M iddiutoii would meet at l"lsi|uimalt to 
Botlle aa lo the fortiliciitiona. Tho port 
will need to bo fortihed in view of ita be- 
ing thu chief naval atation on tho coast, 
and he waa happy lo say wo would soon 
have fcirlilicationa erected on a grand 
scale. [Cheera ] Some lime ago ho had 
moved in thu council that all the China 
stoainers touch at l'ja(|uiinalt and Victoria 
and he had every nieaiia of knowing that 
arrangementa had been nnide with the 
Island railway company for the coaling of 
these vessels.

Mr. llctt's ad- 
ihesa was of un extremely ini- 
jiraotioable nature. Nothing benefiting 
the district aeemed to have place in it. M r. 
Uott in Ids address had abused the govorn- 
meiit fur using Chinese labor on the Island 
lie was Horry to say tlmt Mr. 
llett was tho Hnpiiorlcr of ii a piu ty whicli 
liad pas.-iod tlu' t'louit'ii'.'s bill undur \s liicli 
• ■vou as striuiji nt mi-ioiiucs in tho mutlcr of 
till- eiiiployiiii'iit of thi.' l'laiu;.si- Uiid b.-cn 
iidijptod. -Mr. lIi'U, ill 1-->S- ilu: n-ail from 
.1 n-port of his iiddrn.-iH in thu Standard) had 
.saiil that tho govoruniont Inul no power lo

lawyer's pockets. " Mr. Helgesen was also 
({uoted from as showing that the Island 
road was impossible, and to-day we have 
the iron horse at our dooirt. Mr. Holge- 
Heu mieht bo a very gooii nmii, lint hti bo- 
loiigoil to R party whicli could do notl'.iiit.;. 
Wo winitod H practical inuly which could 
ari-'ist tho district. In rt'sponsc to an olt-i - 
tor Mr. Higgiiirf said that if elrcti'd ho would 
not permit (Jhinese labor,to the dotriiuent uf 
wbitPUAQ. On retiring he received uu- 
bounded applause. 

Mr. Pooley was next introduced, and said 
ho had tried todo bis duty by thodiHtrict.aiid 
would prove that the government hud been 
wise ill its li'gi.slntioii. lu-frrctico was luudo 
to the t'lt'iiii-nts and Soil li-uioiit lulls, iiiui 
it waa proved that tho bitli-r wiis more 
acceptable than tho foi iucraiid for tho great- 
er good of tho I'uuulry. 1 1 f sho wod I he 
govoruiiient'rt action iu the drydock matter 
which, wbeu completed, would coat g'JOO,- 
OUU. Xho Byatem under which it was built 
waa detailed, and the govoruaibut's iictiuu 
in handing it over to the Dominion govern- 
ment saved tlio province a largn sum of 
money. No revenue could bo oxpcctiHl 
from the dock for lifli'i'ii year.s, thi- 
imperial ships having the free use of it for 
that time, bul we lotve tlic aniouul it would 
cost to koc)) it up, somij .t-'.miOO iiyciir, savocl 
to us, while we would liavi,' i he .idditional 
advantage accruing from tho iireaonoo of 
these shi[)a and tho inerchantmer. tvhioh 
would dock there. The settlement bill 
unci Island railwHy were briefly discussed, 
and the ciuisoi|neiil opening up of tho 
country to setllera stated, 9PJ sottlora 
having gone in on the rai'wiiy belt. Tho 
proviaiona of the bill were referred to and 
their advantages to actual settlers dia- 
ouaaed, and it really seemed strange that 
auch liberal provisions should h'lvo beiui 
made, ((.'lioera.)

Mr. DoCosmo.'). unaolicited, then pro- 
ceeded to make an explaiiiition, which 
was so mixed up that i;obody seemed to 
be able til understand it, and then 
made a coarse attack on Oolouol 
lloluioa. lie was out uf order, bul that, 
of course, made no diH'erence to so tried 
a pidilician as Amor DeCosmor. Called 
to order ho tried to apaak, bul was 
troaled lo ii volley of hiasoa and groans. 

Old. Holmes said ho had listened to 
Mr. Hell witli much pleasure, and only 
deaired to contradict his mistake. Ho 
thought Mr. DeCosmos very ungracious 
to refer to him in hia private capacity. 
[Applause | 

J\Ir. Humphreys waa then called unoii 
and uddrdsaed itie auilioiico. Ilo dis- 
liked huiiibu,;, ho said, and waa treated 
to a volley of Ittughter and cries of "ho!>r, 
hear," and tlien procooded lo treat Mr. 
Higgiiia iiiid Mr. I'ooley to aoine of his 
characteristic abuao, and said he rogrettoil 
to do it. 11 0, in his groat wisdom, t bought 
the Kootenay bill waa not. a good bill, 
and in his liifalutin' stylo proceeded to 
treal his auditors to a dissoriatiipii on 
labor and capital, llii staled that Mr. 
I'ooley never would Inive introduced tho 
I'Lunleiiay bill hud he not been directly 
interested, lie had been paid to draught 
tho bill and waa inleresto i diruclly in the 
lands. 

Mr. I'ooley hoau denounced him aa "a 
deliberate liar. " 

Mr. Humphreys, whose character 
is well known, prncoodod to anncnincu, 
which nf course everybody knew, that 
such accii.'iat iniis did u .( harm hiiii. 
Ilo llion siiid '.hill no oiio ever hoard of a 
inini.-!ter of the crown imd his law part- 
ner ucling, while moinbern of the legiala- 
turu, in the capacity uf aulicitura of n 
company in whose interest they draughted 
billa and voted for them. Mr. Pooley 
had said he had introduced tho bill — 

Mr. I'.adey -I did nol. 

.Mr. Uum[)lireys — And had used his 
iiKiat strenuous excrtioiH to push it 
through tho houao. Mr. I'ooloy's action 
on the Island railway matter was com- 
mended, and the aoknowlodgmenl made 
that of late years tho country had pros- 
[icrod. lie pr 'Cfoded to say ho 
svas the tirsl uuin to advise Mr. 
Uunsmuir as to the construction of the 
Island railway, when ho waa provincial 
secretary and believed hia letter 
ivas on Bio in the house. The seltlemeut 
question was discussed at length and 
some fearful and wonderful statements 
made, tho speaker reaching a pitch 
of denunciation which was very en- 
tertaining but ridiculous. Ilowcser 
excoUeiit a man might iie in 
private life, he said, when he went into 
politics great temptations were placed in 
his way, and it required a pretty level 
head to withstand it. Several of the gov- 
oriino'iil supp^rlors liail Hpukeii to him of 
the govornmoiit us "thieves," and he was, 
ho said, ready to prove that tho govern- 
ment and its supporters were the worst 
pack of plunderers and perjurers 
we over had in tho province. He 
then rehaahed the old, old story 
of Mr. Sauthe's giving away "state 
secrets," uiid woaried the audience for a 
long tiiiio with ot her pxpli ded ".icandals." 
.\gainet tho dark back ground of the min- 
isters' sins of omission and oommission 
the serene unsoiled character of "Honest 
I"om" Btood out in brillnint relief. Ho 
anrnuinccd that when ho was elected ( () 
ho would wiihin ■i-H hours imiioach the 
minintrv' and ho know how to draw it. 
He then made a glo.ving, very glowing, 
apjicil to tho electors to "turn thu ras- 
cftlfi out" and retired. 

Mr. Wilby then harangued for u few 
niinutes in atrntori.iii tones "went, for" 
tho governmont ami made ipiito a little 
S|)cecli, winch was "fun for the boys." ll 
served admirably as a farce to the pre- 
ceding ineiodraiiui. 

Mr. Pooley thoii look the plalform and 
showed up some of "Tom's" wild slato- 
monts in a crushing manner. Ho allowed 
how that worlhy had misled tlio pooplo 
and read Ir.uii ii.o CleinoiitH bill to prove 
that the jirovisioua of that bill with rofor- 
enoe to the coal finds were similar to thosa 
in the Dunswiuir bill, and this was the 
bill which Mr. Mumphreya had 3iip|)urt - 
od. NN'ilh rofiircncc, too, to tlii! taxation 
((Uestioii on the island road, the speaker 
road from the bill toahowthat Mr. Hum 
phroys had atated what was untrue. Ho 
had spoken of the Chinese ipioatlon and 
yet had been the very man who had ask- 
ed Mr. Dunamuir to give him 
the cmitract for supplying Clunesi! 
labor on the Island road and 
hence hia hatred to i\lr iJuns- 
inuir. Mr. Humphreys was the gro'alost 
friend jf the Chinoso in N'lcUuia Ho 
bad been an aetnr in a Chinese abduction 
case and had received lots of money from 
them as his fee. Uo aakud Mr Hum- 
phreys if 111! had not received money 
iroiii the two t.'liiiiaiiien in ijuoslinii, 
which met with no reapunse. Ho 
thdn read the receipt from Humphreys 
with reference to the abducting of the 
girls . 

Mr. Walls tloMi (laid ho was inter- 
ested in tho c;;.)e and made a stateiueiil in 
his nsnal ' ' jorky " stylo . 

Hut the production of tho recoiiil waa a 
"nailer" clinched home by thu fact that 
"Honest Tom" had refused to go before 
the grand jury.

; with nd'oronco to the public a<;countH, 
tt'liich boiiig satisfactorily anaworod thu 
nicotiiig broke up, a votB of thanks being 
tondored the chairman. 

Mr. tluniphruys uontinuod tho black- 
guard to the close, since the last wo saw 
of him was his standing in tho body of 
tho hall, while willi passion, Blinking 
his liugi-r !iL Mr. Puoloy au'l iiKeriiiglhe 
I olio wing choice cjii I hots : "Cur," "sneak ,' 
"coward," "louae," ending up with: 
"(iO, 1) - Vof-, AND KRV IN YOUR 
OWN I'-ILTIl:" Ml. Iliimplireys would 
have no dilliculiy iu [lasniiig as atirst-olass 
graduate of liilliiigsgalo market. 

The meeting was ii grand governmont

and Company of 1,000,000 acrca of land

Thu portion butweun l!la(|uimall 
and Nanaimo nut being required to bu 
completed before July 1st, 1886, and that 
to Seymour Narrows .Tuly Ist, 1890, 
Upon the comiiany furnishing tho govorn- 
moiit willi aatisfact.iry security for tho 
Biiiii of .T-JoO.ODi), and in consideration of 
the coiiiideiion and perpetual and olli- 
cieiiL operation of tho lino of roiUvay by 
the company thu governmont wuru to set 
apart and reserve to the company 1,000,- 
000 acrea of public lands, cumprisod 
within tho area described by tho follow- 
, irig boundaries, namely:

B«0HAi««i)H'8 Experience in and Im- 
pressions OF Siberia. 



ritUburg Commercial Qiusttc. 

Mr. M, Bacbaraeli, an explorer, who 
was an exile in Siberia for some politi- 
cal offenwi for; being devoted to tbe 
national cause of Poland, arrived in 

this city yesterday. He will remain 
hero for Hevera! weeks. iMr. liiiciiarach 
was borii in Hungary. JIt> is u diacipli) 
of Kossuth, and froii» his early youth 
be has been an ariltuit patriot and ad- 
vocate of liberty. In .1868 he joined 
Qaribaldi's forces and fought under 
him witii honor until 18G0. About that 
time niurinurings of iliscouteiU caino 
from Poland. Tlii; Polanders were tired 
of llussian tyranny and oppreasion and 
revolted. Mr. Bacharach joined the; 
Polisb forces and was taken prisoner. 

Hp was tried with many others and 
sentenced to tho Siberian mines for 
twenty years at hard labor. After six 
years of auftering and coil he was par- 
doned. The atory of his life during his 
imprisonment, which he relates, is 
more graphic than the writings of 
many eminent authors and pla^'wrightn 
who have given their attention to the 
subject. Hartley Canipbell's great plav 
is only an insignificant illustration of 
the horrors and cruelty of which Mr. 
Bacharach relates. The march of the 
exiles to Siberia through the cold and 
auow was a terrible punishment in it- 
self. At Tobolsk the [)risoner8, by way 
of preparation, were told how they 
were to bo i)unislied. Tiiey wnre put to 
work in the mines in the Ural Mouu- 
tains, where they labored six months. 

The Russians thought that this was 
not punishment enough for men who 
were guilty of the heinous offense of 
lighting for liberty and justice, and 
after six months, the liunislunent not 
suiting the autocrat of the liussians, 
Bacharach and his unfuruinate com 
panions were removed to a remote part 
of Siberia, where they remained until 
finally amnestied. 

Of Siberia, Mr. Bacharach says it is 
a wonderful country. It is a prison 
only to prisoners, but outside of that 
the place is magnilicent, ft has its 
towns, industries and coiniuerce, and 
the people are very kind and hospita- 
ble. Mr. Bacharach expects to deliver 
a lecture here on his imprisonment, ex- 
ile and explorations in Siljeria,

A young man is at the head of thin 
concern, and is making a fortune out 
of what was merely a happy thought. 
He conceived the idea that men who 
rent offices, such aa lawyers, brokers, 
dentists, agents and the like, must be 
put to a great deal of trouble to got 
clean towels, and to kGP]i them clean 
after they get thoru. He determined 
to go into the business of supplying 
these conveniences. 

He had some little boxes madn^'.o' 
hang upon a door or wall by inriw?.! of 
two hooka On the front of each box 
ho had a plate of looking glass, and the 
top was made like a lid. He hung a 
brush and a comb to each box, put 
four clean towels in each one, and then 
started out to get customers, promising 
four clean towels a week, and to keep 
each customer sH])[]liod with toilet 
soap for SI a month, or six lowel.i a 
week for §1.25, and eight for $'2. The 
idea took like wildtire. .A t'ouipaiiy 
was formed, and it now aervea not 
only half the offices in town, but a 
great many stores, factories and in fact, 
places of all sorts where men and wo- 
men are employed and cleanlineHs is 
respected.
